He said that the picturesque cowboy, with his great chaps, 
his/pistols, his daring horsemanship and adventurous 
monthly trips to town upon his prancing pony, with a pack 
horse following with his month's wages—the life !mmortal-

She was advised by her 
friends to employ counsel here to look into 
the affair and an attorney was retained 
but was discharged again the next day. 
“T don't want to risk losing our little home 
here by spending all it is worth In a vain 
hope,”” she said and nothing more was 


done. 

Through her friends, however, she was 
induced to entrust the dlaim to a New 
York firm, which has béen working for 
more than a year and according to their 
own report they now need only the proofs 
which were mailed from the Highland 
Park postoffice today. 

Peter Rice, the father, was a pioneer in 
Pennsylvania. He lived in that state un- 
til a faraily of eleven children were born 
to himself and wife and then seeking a 
better opportunity to make a living came 
west and settled in Iowa. Here the family 
separated and William went north into 
Minnesota and that was the last Mrs. 
Schuler heard of her brother. The later 
records show that he went from there to 
Texas where he accumulated a fortune in 
lands and speculation finally going to INew 
Fat where he lived in seclusion until his 
eath. 

The estate of William Rice has not yet 
been disposed of by the courts because of 
the difficulty in establishing the relation- 
ship of the various claimants. Of the 
ten brothers and sisters many are dead 
and their children present claims. WIl- 
liam Rice, who was known as ga miser, 
never married and his fortune would be 
equally divided among his brothers and 
sisters. This would give Mrs. Schuler 
nearly a million, less a large fee due to 
her lawyers who are pushing her case in 
the court. 

Another incident which has given hope 
to the aged pair is the fact that during the 
past year visits have been received from 
agents of New York firms who have made 
careful inquiries into her family and her 
connection with the Rice family. One 
woman who was here in Des Moines was 
believed to be Mrs. Patrick, the wife of 
the alleged murderer. She spent several 
days here a few months ago and had long 
conferonces with the aged couple.

The members of the Wednesday Club 
were entertained March 29 by the sci- 
ence section and had the pleasure of 
hearing a paper entitled, “The Develop- 
ment of the American People,” read by 
Mrs. Kent Jarvis. 

Mrs. Jarvis began with reference to 
the early Roman and Greek civilization. 
The human body was cared for with the 
greatest care—a fine insight and love 
of the beautiful was cultivated and out 
of these grew religious ideals—litera- 
ture and art—which was cultivated and 
encouraged from generation to genera- 
tion. Then came the middle ages. After 
hordes of barbarians destroyed the civil- 
ization left in central Europe by the 
Romans, men became melancholy and 
entered the cloisters in great numbers. 
In thfs state of nervous excitability soon 
arose a mystic and chivalrous human 
love which was easily confused with 
divine. With this religious enthusiasm, 
Gothic architecture began to appear and 
great cathedrals were erected with spire 
upon spire ever pointing upward; and 
within, windows of many colored glass 
whose tints suggested the glories of 
heaven. For four centuries all art was 
Symbolic-and the imagination ran riot.

quittal of Sylvester Harrison on a charge 
of insanity there ended a chapter in one 
of the strangest cases of recent years. 

Another chapter of almost equal in- 
terest will ¢nd ‘with the decision in the 
Probate court In a suit now pending, the 
outcome of which will determine the cus- 
tody of Harrison's cbild. 

Sylvester Harrison. when on trial in the 
‘Probate court on a charge of insanity 
filed against him by his father, stated on 
the witness stand that he believed his 
father and mother had attempted to pol- 
gon him while he was staying at their 
home in Colwich. It developed from the 
evidence that Sylvester has been making 
a study of poisons, and is the man who 
caused the charge to be brought against 
Mrs. Benjamni F. Rogers of California, 
accusing her of poisoning her husband 
about two wears ao. 

Testimony in the Harrison insanity case 
reads like a chapter from one of Edgar 
Allen Poe's romances. As the details and 
incidents in the life of Sylvester Harri- 
son were unfolded by his own and the tes- 
timony of parents, brotlgrs, neighbors 
and friends, the recital grew steadily more 
interesting and the plot became more in- 
tricate. 


Fears His Own Death. 


Poison seems to follow him. Like Jane 
Stanford, whose recent death is still an un- 
solved mystery, he has harbored the fear 
that someone would administer a dose of 
some drug that would ena nts life. He pro- 
fessed to believe that his own parents had 
designs upon. his life. He refrained from 
éating dishes into which there might have 
been put strychnine, arsenic or some other 
poisonous substance. He studied medical 
works for the double purpose of guarding 
against attempts of this kind and for trac- 
ing the details of the Rogers poisoning 
case in California. 

The strangest part of his story is his 
connection with that case. He made love 
to Mrs. Rogers, widow of a wealthy ranch- 
man, but after he had become well! ac- 
quainted with her, he believed he discov- 
ered that she had poisoned her husband. 
He caused her arrest. He alded her heirs 
fn litigation over the property, to take it 
from Mrs. Rogers. 

The prosecution attempted to show that 
suspicions of poisoning are merely hallu- 
cinations. That no attempt ever has been 
madé to administer a deadly drug to him 
ané that the Rogers case was based solely 
upoh the weird meanderings of a diseased 
mind.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 1.—An almost 
incredible condition of things ‘prevalis in 
the imperial circle, according to the gossip 
of court officials, who, mfluenced by — the 
prevailing demoralization, taik freely 1ow 
about court affairs that formerly they 
would not dare to mention lest they be 
dismissed or sent to Siberia. 

The Czar himself evinces all the resigna- 
tion of a convinced fatalist, the Czarina, 
the Dowager Empress and several high 
eourt officials being utterly dominated: by 
an inner cabinet of occulists, both men and 
women, whose alleged gifts were brought 
to the knowledge of the Czar. 

Three of these are in possession of the 
Czar’s entire confidence; no step is taken, 
no decision given without consuiting them. 
They are the instruments of the party of 
the grand ducal ring, led by Viaaimir, 
whose personal influence at Tsarskoe-Se!o 
is practically nil. 

Nearly every day there is a seance in 
the palace, the hour being determined by 
the receipt of dispatches, whose contents 
are immediately submitted to the occultists. 
At the late seances at the palace, the spirit 
of Michael Feodorivitch, the first Roman- 
off Czar, has been requisitioned, and reg- 
ularly instructs his descendant on the prob- 
lem confrontifig him. The medium is a 
‘Very beautiful and highly educated young 
woman ‘of hysterical temperament, and 

oroughly versed in Russian history. 

When Mukden fell, the dispatches’ were 
Gelivered at the palace at 11 at night, 
and an occultist conference was immedi- 
ately summoned in the Czar’s private 
apartments. This lasted four hours, and 
the Czar and Czarina are described as 
absolutely prostrated after this perform- 
ance. The spiritist commands are al- 
ways framed ambiguously, so that when 
obedience to them fails of the desired 
result, it can always be claimed that 


they have been misinterpreted. 

The Dowager Empress is largely re- 
sponsible for the condition of mind to 
which the Czar is reduced, by giving an 
example of complete subservience to 
these charlatans. 

The priests are powerless to dislodge 
the occultists, as the Czar has lost faith 
in them, owing to the falsification of 
their predictions about the triumph of 
the holy arms. Father John of Kron- 
stadt, who formerly was rofoundly re- 
vered by the imperial family, is now for- 
bidden to approach the Czar and is re- 
ported to be dying of a broken heart.

LONDON, April 1—A nation that (de- 

pends upon its trade, but is ashamed of

The upper class in England is sinking; 
the middle is rising, rapidly, and those 
who belong to the former keep shops in 
assumed names, whilst those tho belong 
to the latter endeavor to concealethat they 
themselves are connected with trade. The 
conversation of both, however, betrays 
that they are shopkeepers. 

The decay of the upper class and the 
rise of the middle class are altogether 
changing the character of the House of 
Cominons. Until a few years ago most 
of the members went to the House to 
amuse themselves. Lord A., Sir Charles 
B., and Mr. C. were Tories because their 
ancestors had Deen, and they opposed every 
policy or measure that was associated 
with the other side, whether it was for 
the good of the community or the reverse. 
The Whigs did the same. 

The members met in the House, gossiped, 
made» eloquent speeches, criticised each 
other, and amused themselves generally, 
and many became more powerful or more 
rich by supporting their leaders. 

The middle-class element is now the most 
important in the House, and it more or less 
takes the business of the country seriously.

Classical quotations, -epigrams and sar- 
casms; it requires facts and figures. Those 
men are turning the House of Commons 
into a boardroom, to the general annoy- 
ance of the well-to-do, well-educated mem- 
bers, who looked upon it as a combination 
of a club and a debating society. The 
change has driven eloquence from the 
House, and is driving the = member from 
it. 

The change is also making cele apos- 
tasy more easy and-common. The members 
of the old. school, who were Tories or 
Whigs because they had inherited their pol- 
ities as they had their properties, could 
not apostalize .without offending their 
whole famlies,.and all who were ‘connected 
with therm. The ordinary member of today 
is his own father In politics, and may sup- 
port any side at will if the leaders treat 
him ill. The distribution of titles has, 
therefore, hecome & much.more important 
affair than it was, and many more have to 
be bestowed. Fortunately for themselves, 
the leaders have now much control over 
the conatituencies, and a member who is 

unruly may have«his seat*taken from him. 
Were it not for.that. three times as many 
titles would have to be given every year as 
are distributed now. 

Most:‘of the members formerly were men 
who possessed social consideration; most of 
them now want to obtain social considera-

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WHERE THE MONEY WENT. : 

It is astonishing that Congressman Bartholdt, who is 
usually fair and well-informed, should tell the public that 
he did not know where the increase of taxation had gone, 
but that it must have been spent in the fashionable West 
End, as none of it had been expended in the North or 
South: Sides. As a matter of fact, most of the increase 
was expended in the North and South. 

Fifteen cents of the increase, practically all that was 
not devoted to World’s Fair charges, went to the school 
board and was expended in school building. 

Since 1902 the school board has expended $209,000 for 
school buildings in the West End, “$738,000 for school 
buildings in North St. Louis and $894,000 for school build- 
ings in South St. Louis. The two school buildings -which 
may be credited to the West End are the Emerson, cost- 
ing $145,000, and the Cote Brilliante, costing $162,000. 
The South Side ‘has the MeKinley High school, which: cost 
$387,000; the Horace Mann, $60,000; ‘the Blow, $150,000; 
the Teachers’ College, $143,000, and the Shepard, $154,000. 
The North Side has the Yeatman High school which cost 
$399,000; the -Clay, $148,000, and the Shields, $191,000. 


In plain figures, the total expenditure.within two years, 


for school buildings, paid for out of the tax increase, 
amounts to $1,841,000, of which sum $1,632,000 went to 
the North and South Sides and only $209,000 to the West 
End. Of course, none of this expenditure, necessary for 
school ‘accommodation, should figure in a partisan cam- 
paign, but if it is dragged in the facts should be stated. 
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There is more politics than lime in the water. This will 
disappear after election.

A TEA-DRINKERS’ WAR,

the Russians failed to adopt with it that dainty, almost 
poetic, method of preparing the infusion which character- 
izes Chinese tea making, and which the Japanese; with 
their usual thoroughness, have carried to perfection. To 
the Russian, tea is simply tea. The samovar is dear to 
him as a household symbol, but it is only a tea urn. 

The Japanese, on the other hund, have made tea brewing 
both a ceremony and an exact science. They venerate a 
Chinese poet, Luwuh, whose work “Cha-king” (The Holy 
Scripture of Tea) is celebrated thoughout the empire of. 
Nippon. In this work Luwuh tells‘of the three stages of 
boiling water for tea. “The ‘irst boil is when the little 
bubbles, like the eyes of fishes, swim in the surface; the 
second boil. is when the bubbles are like crystal beads 
rolling in. a fountain; the third boil is when the billows 
surge wildly in the kettle.” And the quality of the water, 
the manipulation of the tea, and every stage of the in- 
fusion are minutely prescribed.

After ‘Years of Mismanagement, 


™, Texas City Plans to Inaugurate 


and unique municipal code, 


& New Charter and Govern It- 
self by a Commission Which 
Must Give All Its Time to 
Muicipal Business.

HOUSTON, Tex., April 1—A climax to 
Houston's old governmental troubles is at 
hand. As to the form in which it will 
come, there is a doubt. A receivership is 
among the possibilities, and is regarded as 
One sure avenue of escape from the bur- 
den of official mismanagement and corrup 
thon that has almost forced the city into 
bankruptcy. 

‘The situation at this time is remarkable. 
It involves the turning out of office. of ev- 
ery city official and the dismissal of every 
city employe; the inauguration of a new 
with fresh 
names and faces in every official position 

Tiouston is arrayed almost to every pri- 
veto citizen in favor of this change, and 
has the authority in the shape of a legis- 
lative enactment for it, but it is opposed 
by a few officials wh- will lose their of- 
ficial scalps under the new regime. These 
officials are dying game. 

For the present, they have sidetracked 
the program by a court injunction.

It was apparent something was radically 
wrong.

In one night all of the books of the audi- 
or’s office, by which official crookedness 
ould be detected, disappeared and not a 
trace of them has to this day been found. 

For years the people believed the tobog- 
zan movement was due to the particular 
set of officials then in charge, and then 
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the town, and official responsibility could 
not be ecasily escaped. 

A city charter was then drafted. The 
sct of officials then in power were its 
creators. The mayor, council and city 
attorney shaped it to suit themselves, and 
it was taken hefore the 1903 Legislature 
and adopted. It has now been in force 
two years, and to the city it has been but 
a leap from the frying pan into the fire. 

It brought many changes, but possessed 
weak spots of the most fatal character. 
Most pronounced among these was the 
prime defect of the old form of govern- 
ment—the lack of official responsibility. 

Public utilities went to ruin and the 
service of various departments, especial- 
ly the street and bridge and the police, 
was below what was desired. 

Houston's troubles had only multiplied. 
Then it was that a popular demand arose 
for a change of government. No one at 
first seemed to know just what was want- 
ed. The commission, which has governed

The result of this public sentiment was 
the selection of committees at mass meet- 
ings to form a new municipal code. The 
work was actively taken up. The best 
brains of Houston were engaged in it and. 
after a few weeks, a charter was drawn 
similar to the one which the city now seeks 
to put into effect. 

Afte. its completion it was submitted to 
the present mayor and city council. Mayor 
Jackson, City Attorney Stone and Alder- 
man Gaston arose as supporters of it. on 
the broad ground that it was the voice 
of the people. The other aldermen and 
other city officials bitterly opposed it. 

The charter was then-carried before the 
State Legislature, which was asked to 
adopt it with an emergency clause, making 
it immediately effect've. It was presented 
by a committee of citizens and it was 
backec by lengthy petitions from taxpay- 
ers, by resolutions from business organ- 
izations. from private clubs and from so- 
cletles generally.

New Charter Unique. 


The new charter is unique in many fea- 
tures. It provides among other things, for 
@ismiesal of every city employe and of- 
ficial. In their places are to be elected but 
five new officials, a mayor and four alder- 
men, who constitute all of the officials 
known to the charter. It clothes the mayor 
with almost autocratic powers. To him is 
delegated the appointing of all sub-officials 
and employes. Heretofore me chief of po- 
lice, city attorney, city treasurer, city tax 
collector, street and bridge commissioner, 
auditor and health officer have been elect-

of departments. All other city employes 
are likewise to be appointed by the mayor, 
and the only negative power confronting 
him is a veto by three-fourths of the 
four aldermen. 

By this feature of the charter the ctly 
seeks to place responsiblity. The mayor 
will be held primarily accountable for the 
efficiency of every department. In the past 
there has been a woeful lack of responsi- 
bility. It has been shirked and denied alike 
by heads of departments and officials. The 
mayor maintained that his hands were tied 
by the council; the council would say it 
was without power. 


No Wards Under Charter. 


Another innovation of the new charter 
is the wiping out of all ward lines. The 
six wards of the city, among which there 
have been jealousies, have been eliminated, 


dermen have been selected from each ward 
—1Z in all—and the weekly council] sessions 
have been given over to a considerable ex- 
tent to rivalry among these for benefits. 
dhe 12 aldermen are reduced to foeer, who 
represent the city as a whole, instead of in 
parts. 


The mayor and four aldermen are to de- 
vote their entire time to the city. They 
are to be on duty during business hours 
with power to act at any time, the same 
as the present council at its weekly ses- 
sions. The salary of the mayor is placed 
at $4000 a year and that of the aldermen 
at $2500 each. Under the present system 
the aldermen are paid an annual! salary of 
$500. The city’s business is entirely incli- 
dental to their personal affairs, and they 
are required to give no more attention to 
it than they see fit. 

For the last four years Houston has been 
dissatisfied with the manner in which she 
has been governed. With next to the larg- 
est assessed property valuation of any city

DES MOINBS, lo., April 1—A. F. Swish- 
er of lowa City, who is in the city in his 
capacity as president of the Iowa Bar As- 
sociation, is of the opinion that within the 
next two years a line of electric road will 
be in operation from Des Moines to Iowa 
City, Muscatine, Davenport, Cedar Rapids 
and Clinton.

Norfolk’s Attitude Shows That 
English Coreligionists Are Often 
the Bitterest Foes of. Substan-| 
tial Relief for the Green Isle. 


GREAT EXHIBITION Is 
PLANNED FOR DUBLIN 


It Will Show All the N ational Re- 
sources aud Is Expected to Be of 
Groat Benefit in Educating the 


People. «.,"

Persons who are not well informed on 
the, history of the long-Standing feud be- 
tween England and Ireland, believe ‘that 
it is to a large extent kept alive Dy rell- 
gious differences. There is no basis what- 
ever for such a belief. With very few 
exceptions English Catholics have’ always 
been the fiercest opponents of the Irish 
people in thelr efforts to obtain their 
rights. Long before Protestantism was 
heard of, the English in Ireland, who were 
all Catholics, made and enforced the most 
odious and oppressive penal laws against 
the native Catholic Irish. 

The first code of penal laws enforced 
against Irish Catholics was embodied in 
what was known as the Statutes of Kil- 
kenny. This was in 1367, about 200 years 
after the arrival of Strongbow and his 
Anglo-Norman marauders. The outrages 
and cruelties perpetuated on the native 
Irish by the authority of these Statutes 
of Kilkenny seem almost incredible in this 
enlightened age. One of these laws read: 
“Every man who is not Irish may, for 
any kind of crime, go to law with any 
Irishman, while neither layman nor eccle- 
siastic who is Irish can under any cause 
or provocation resost to any legal meas- 
ures against his English opponent.” That 
is a nice specimen of Anglo-Norman equity 
in the days of the Plantagenets. 

The Abbe Macgeoghegan, one of the most 
painstaking and learned historians .of those 
times, writing on the statutes of Kilkenny, 
makes the following observations: 

“By this law, the English by descent who 
had settled in Ireland were prohibited, un- 
der the penalties of high treason. te have 
any intercourse with the ancient Irigh, to 
form alliances with them by marriage, to 
speak their language, to imitate their mode 
of dress, to adopt thelr names, to confer 
livinges on them or admit them inte relig- 
lous houses.”’ 

The above remarks do not, of course. 
suggest that the English Catholics of to- 
day would sanction such doings in Ireland, 
if it were again possible to attempt them, 
nevertheless there is substantia] evidence 
that their feeling towards Ireland is as bit- 
ter as it was 500 years ago. 

There has not been a coercion law passed 
by the English Parliament against Ireland 
during the last hundred years that has not 
been streriuously supported by the titled 
Catholic aristocracy of Great Britain. To- 
day they are exerting the same banefu]! in- 
fluence on Irish affairs that they have al- 
ways done. 


Arundel Against Ireland. 

The latest man to follow in the footsteps 
of Lord Roseberry in denying the right of 
the Irish people to a national legislature is 
no less a person than the great Earl of 
Arundel, better known as the Duke of Nor- 
folk. The Duke “of Norfolk is not only 
the “premier duke'’ of England, but he 
is aleo the “premier Catholic layman.”’ 
The Duke made a speech at a Tory meet- 
ing 1 few days ago, in which he scouted the 
ideqg of granting Home Rule to Ireland. 
This should cause little surprise, as Nor- 
folk and al] his ancestors have been con- 
sistent enemies of Ireland. Religious dif- 
ferences, therefore, have very little, if 
anything to do with the political relations 
between Eingland and Ireland. 

Two years hence there will be a Nationa] 
Exhibition at Dublin, Ireland. There was 
considerable discussion among its promot- 
ers as to whether it would be national or 
international, but it was finally decided 
in favor of the former. because as a rule 
in internationa! exhibits Irish products do 
not get fair play, nor Trish manufactures 
any impetus. 

The last Irish exhibition was held in 1892 
at the Rotunda in Dublin and was a great 
success. It was the means of establishing 
several woolen industries all over the coun- 
try, many of which are now in a fiourish- 
ing condition. The forthcoming exhibition 
will be held from May 1 to Noy. 1, 1907.

The most important factor in lengthening 
life is the knowledge we obtain of diseases 
which have been so deadly in the past. I 
refer especially to the zymotic diseases, 
such as diphtheria, tuberculosis and typhoid 
fever, those which are spread by germs. 
As soon as the real nature of a disease is 
discovered we can begin in a scientific way 
to control it. The death rate from diph- 
theria among children is not now half what 
tt was 2 years ago. In some localities like 
Paris, where serum is used to prevent the 
gpread of disease, the death-rate among 
ehildren is not one-third what it was 2 
yearr ago. Deaths from tuberculosis are 
decreasing in number. There are not so 
many now as there wore 2% years ago. 
Deaths from typhoid fever are perceptibly 
diminishing in number. What is true of 
@hese ‘sn true of all zymotic diseases. All 
ean be cofitrolied by destroying the germs 
through which the diseases are communi- 
cated. 

“Bvery life saved is an addition to the 
span of human longevity. Ifa child's life 
be saved it adds much to the average. If 
the life of a child be saved at 5 years of 
age, % years will be added to the average, 
whereas if a life be saved at 39, but one 
year ie added to the average.

T WAS no very unusual thing for 
Mr. Lestrade of Scotland Yard 
to look in upon us of an even- 
ing, and his visits were welcome 
to Bherlock Holmes, for they 
enabled him to keep in touch 
with all that was going on at 
the police headquarters.

AR ITS DOOM, 
LAWTO PREVA 


State’s Vigorous Action in the 
Hargis Case a Long Step in the 
Elimination of This Phase of 


Outlawry. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 
LEXINGTON, Ky., April 1.—Is the blood 


feud, for years the derkest stain on the 
people who live in the beautiful Kentucky 
mountains, being wiped out by the strong 
arm of the law? Is an era dawning when 
the mountaineer need no longer fear that 
he will be shot down from behind or .in 
ambush merely because he has chanced to 
offend a neighbor or becduse some member 
of his family may have quarreled with a 
member of another family? 

The arrest and trial of the Hargis broth- 
ers, James, Alex and Elbert, and Kd- 
ward Callahan, all of Breathitt County, 
Ky., for the murder of James Cockrill. 
would lead to the supposition that at last 
the reign of terror was on the wane. Far 
years the Hargis-Cockrill feud has been 
carried on with the utmost ferocity. Many 
lives have been sacrificed on both sides 
The friends and supporters of both families 
have been drawn into the fight. Instcad cf 
resorting to law to settle their difficulties 
they have taken up rifle and revolver: 
eae is typical, To the outsider a 
a y blood feud has always been 
‘comprehensible. It has none of the el- 
ements of chivalry about it such as the 
duels on the fiela of honor of 3 vears and 
— ago or even of the rough and ready 
uel of the West. For the duel called for 
a fair fight in which each of the combat- 
ants Was supposed to have an equal chance 
to defend his life. But in the blood fued 
there is no question of fighting fair. Men 
who are naturally brave and who should 
have honorable instincts have knelt be- 
hind bowlder and bush and shot down in 
a ne unarmed enemies.

thirst for revenge that only the life blood 
of his enemy can appease. The Corsican 
vendetta is the blood feud's only parallel. 
It is said that the people of the Kentucky 
mountains are of Scotch and Irish descent. 
They have at all events the extreme clan- 
ishness which has always characterized 
the highlanders of Scotland. This may ac- 
count for the manner in which every mem- 
ber of a family takes to heart the slightest 
injury to one of tte members. But the 
murderous spirit which the feudists pos- 
serfs must be due to the influence of their 
hard lives in the faatnesses of the moun- 
tains. 


When a missionary went into the moun- 
tains of Breathitt County several years 
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and could quote it accurately and aptly. 
The truth of the matter was that the Bible 
was the only literature they had. But he 
found that as a people they were ignorant 
of the little things that tend to civilization 
such as the proper method of cooking food 
to make it edible. So he began to teach 
the women to cook and to keep their houses 
4in better order, and to make their hus- 
bands and sons more comfortable at home. 
Soon he noticed a change in the communi- 
ty. There was less fighting and a better 
spirit peryaded the countryside. He con- 
tinued this work of instruction in other 
places, and In each instance found that it 
worked a change for the better in every 
case. 

Gradually the influences of civilization 
has spread and, simultaneously, the arm 
of the law has become more muscular. 

As its powers have increased, the resist- 
ance to it has weakened until there is now 
no mountain fastness to which it does not 
reach. 

That there will be petty family quarrels, 
accompanied by murders, for many years, 
there is no doubt; they are in the blood of 
the mountaineers. Even they must have 
some excitement. But it is believed gen- 
erally that the law has made a notable step 
toward suppressing the Hargis feud and 
that this will be the last great inter- 
family conflict.

wielded by Kamimotos of his house for 600 
years, Was scarred and friction marked. 
Yet withal, save for his eyes, he was mild 
and even feminine in appearance. 

And then comes the final phase of Kami- 
moto; it is terrible and almost appalling. 
Hie and the foreigner have been discussing 
the awful carnage they have seen during 
the last few days of the fighting at Liao- 
yang. The Yoreigner: had seen Kamimoto 
“lead five forlorn hopes that had faliled.”’ 


“Pray for Peace.” 

Ile had seen half the battalion blotted 
oug amid the entanglements, and had 
followed the remaining half over the Rus- 
sion breastworks, and on into the plain 
to the little rise upon which they now lay. 
They had reached it in time to throw up 
sketchy trenches in which the foreigner, 
dead-beat, had cast himself down to snatch 
a moment's sleep. “Eat and pray your 
gods that you inay never see the like of 
this again. Think of death in thousands 
and wish for peace, pray for peace, work 
for peace.’’ And the little officer mixed 
some tepid green tea with his rice as 
the custom of his country. 

And in the midst of this plea for peace. 
amid such strange surroundings. the little 
officer is approached by one of his sen- 
tries; ‘“‘with a smile and an apology Kami- 
moto Jeft his European friend and dived 
into the cor nstalks in the direction of the 
outpost line.’ 

KLamimoto had been called away because 
his scouts have discovered that a Russian 
coluinn, which has lost: its wayt is wan- 
dering dejectedly and wretched along the 
ljaoyang voad. 

And here is the ghastly sequel: 

“The men's rifles were across their backs, 
and thelr pale, worn faces were whiter 
than their blouses. There was no speech, 
no sound other than the squelching of 
their boots in the mire. A surrender? No 
man came forward to arrange quarter for 
men too tired, too whipped and beaten to 
defend themselves: No Japanese went for- 
ward to recommend to them such mercy as 
they had earned. * * * The voice of the 
chef-de-batdillon rose superior to the 
silence. The rifles crashed like one. The 
Russian column stopped dead in its tracks. 
The leading fours were so close that the 
foreigner could see the look of amaze- 
ment, horror, and despair upon the 
blanched features of the wretched men. 

“Then, as the magazines ground 
their leaden avalanche. the 
tried to surge backwards, tried to save 
themselves in flight. It was awful’ The 
rifies made no smoke to hide the hideous 
spectacle; it was like the execution of a 
bound man. Flight was impossible, for 
the magnitude of the confusion prevented 
retréat or retaliation. 


The Merciless Slaughter. 

“The little Japanese, shouting and 
jeering, were now upon their féet, and re- 
doubling the rapidity of their fire. With 
blanched cheek and set teeth the foreigner 
watched this terrific curtain to the bloody 
drama in which he had participated. ~ He 
saw the white tunics melting into the mud 
like snow under a sleet shower. He saw 
a mad rush towards the cornstalks balked 
by the intensity of the fire. He saw such 
of the Russians as remained on their feet 
throw their naked hands towards the rifies 
that were annihilating them. Their shrieks 
were in his ears. 

“Then, as if by magic, the firing stopped. 
A little figure—he knew it well, the whole 
battalion knew it—leaped in front of the 
firing. For a moment the face was turned 
towards the foreigner The mildness, the 
culture, the charm were gone; anima] 
ferocity alone remained. “It was Kami- 
moto as he would have been a hundred 
years ago. His two-handed sword was 
bare in his hand. He raised it gleaming 
above his head and dashed down into the 
amphitheater Like a pack of hounds his 
men streamed down after him. The for- 
eigner covered his face with his hands 
The end was too terrible. He turned and 
fled back to the trench. Here he collected 
his raincoat and water-bottle, and then, 
with the horrible picture ever before him, 
went south to collect his thoughts.”’ 

We pass on from this scene to one ofa 
very different kind. We have heard a goog 
deal during the war of Japanese who com- 
mitted what is called the “happy dispatch.”’ 
There is one remarkable chapter in which 
this form of seeking glory or blotting out 
shame is told with extraordinary power. a 
body of four Japanese destroyers was told 
off in the face of a terrible blizzard to do 
some work. Two of them were partially 
suceessful; a third was never heard of 
again. Lieut. Watanabe, the commander 
of the fourth, seeing as he thought that 
there was no chance of success, and having 
lost touch with his consorts, put into port. 
lie had committed the great crime; he had 
failed; and he had shown a want of cour- 
age and resource at the critical moment. 
He ts called to see one of the staff com- 
manders of Togo'’s fleet. He is asked to 
give an account of his failure; he tells it 
straightforwardly: 
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: ing in his breath to the full extent of his 


lungs, the chief staff officer sald, ‘Lieut. 
Watanabe, you are relieved of the com- 
mand of your boat and you will report 
yourself for duty to the commander of the 
gunboat Oshima.’ The face of the com- 
mander as he heard this news was as ex- 
pressioniess as that of the staff officer who 
gave the order. Wanatabe saluted gravely 
and withdrew from the cabin. He passed 

to the quarter deck and joined a group of 
ceneert. They discussed the fortunes of 
war, the prospects of the future and the 
various topics which were of interest at 
the moment; and then, the picket boat 
haveing been piped, the leutenant-com- 
mander went over the side, smiling to his 
friends. Yet as he passed down the gang- 
way and returned the salute of the sentry, 
to all intents and purposes he was a dead 
man. And what is more, every one of his 
friends knew it.” 

And then comes a description of the de- 
liberation and ceremony, and even sol- 
emnity with which Watanabe prepares to 
purge his shame by suicide: 

“The servant was about to pick up his 
master’s umiform when Watanabe de- 
tached the two medals from his frock- 
coat. and wrapping them in a plece of 
paper, instructed him to take them to 
his home in Japan. “The rest,’ he said, 
pointing tc his uniform and his sword, 
“will go with me.” 

‘The servant carried the personal effects 
away, ard Watanabe was left alone. He 
turned and looked seaward over the dull, 
gray expanse of water towards the hori- 
zon, which stood out as the line dividing 
him from the stronghold of his country’s 
He never took his gaze away from that 
skyline until the second engineer returned 
and took him by the hand and led him to 
the piace which was prepared. Here the 
crew of tie launch had assembled. Tey 
stood round in a semi-circle, and placed 
in front of them was a white sheet. 

“At one end was a Japanese pillow, at 
the other a little table. On this lay, 
wrapped in a clean white paper, a short 
knife. Watanabe strode to the sheet: he 
bowed to his comrades, and they all stood 
in attention in mute salute. He then sat 
down and arranged his posture so that his 
neck might Iie upon the pillow. 


The Happy Dispatch. 

“Having settled himself, he proceeded 
to unfold the lower portion of his dress, 
and lay bare some four inches of skin from 
the waistband upwards. The second en- 
gineer handed him the paper-covered 
knife; he seized it in the middle of the 
blade, and turning his head, bowed as 
well as he coufd in his prostrate position 
to his comrades. His eyes finally sought 
the second engineer's. This officer was in 
position; he stood at Watanabe's right side 
with a naked sword in his hand. At an 
inclination of the doomed man's head he 
raised the blade skywards. With one 
bold, firm and determined action, Wata- 
nabe self-inflicted a slight incision from 
left to right; he turned his eyeballs wup- 
wards, the second engineer caught the sig- 
nal, and with a single sweep of the sword 
he helped Watanabe to vindicate his own 
honor, the honor of his forbears, and the 
fair name of Japan.’ 

There is no service too mean, As, 
course, there is none too dangerous, 
the Japanese officer to perform. One of 
the tasks set to them now and again is 
that of wrecking the railway line—that 
thin thread of steel on which the lives of 
all the hundreds of thousands of the Rus- 
sian soldiers depend. This is a capital of- 
fense; any man caught in doing it is im- 
mediately executed. The work is usually 
left to the Chinese brigand; but now and 
then a Japanese officer is sent among these 
fellows to stiffen their resolution and to 
give intelligent direction to their efforts. 
And many a Japanese officer has fallen In 
this service. Here is a curious little epi- 
sede in which two old comrades of the 
days before the war meet when a train 
wrecking party has been captured red- 
handed, it is something of the inevitable- 
ness and high tragedy of war, mixed also 
with its gleams of pity and tenderness: 

“It is a beautiful morning as these se- 
vere winter mornings go. and the two Rus- 
sian officers in charge of the bridge guard 
turn out of their snug little bivouac under 
the embankment to hear the report that 
the night patrols have captured four train 
wreckers red-handed. 

‘‘Bring them up, says the tall, fair, 
fur-covered senior, who is an officer from 
the Buropean army, and has been posted 
to this section of the railway on account of 
the energy he has displayed in preventing 
damage to the line by the marauding Hun- 
hutzas. The four wretched ¢ulprits are 
brought before him. Miserables, their cap- 
tors had extended to them nothing of the 
hospitality of mean warmth which they 
themselves were able to find in the bivonac 
of the bridge-guard. Miserable, indeed, but 
stoical withal. 


Comrades Once, Enemies Now. 

The Russian officer, as he lit a cigarette, 
walked over to the prisoners and peered 
into the face of the shortest of the four. 
He took off the fur cap, and laying hold of 
the queue beneath, gave it a wrench. It 
came ‘away in his hand. 

‘Ha, ha! I thought so: it was too dar- 
ing for these wretched Manchus to have 
undertaken by themselves." And the tall 
Russian laughed loudly. The laugh died 
on his lips as he looked at the Japanese 
face before him: he changed from his own 
tongue to French, looking the while like a 
man who has seen a ghost. 

‘My God!’ he said, ‘it must be the 
same: think you should have come to 
this!’ 

“The masquerading Japanese answered fn 
halting French: ‘Yes, captain, when we 
were comrades together in WBWure-et-Loire 
we never dreamed that it would come to 
this*’ 

‘The Russian steadied himself, and, with- 
out saying a word, took out his cigarette 
and handed the Japanese a cigarette. 
Then he called his servant and ordered 
some spirits. 

“Perhaps you would 
said to his sorry guest: 
only I must apoligize that 
tea. 


The littl Japanese admitted that he 
would prefer the tea. As he drank it the 
Russian captain grimly gave some orders 
to the escort, and, pu.ling out his watch, 
he reverted to French— 

“Lieutenant Zamoto, in five minutes you 
will be shot. It is the only concession I 
can make to you. Your three companions 
will be hanged to the bridge girders.” 

Here he shifts the scene to Port Arthur, 
during the storming of a trench. The foes 
grasp their guns by the butt end and try 
to smash each other's skulls; or they make 
bayonet charges. At last the colonel sees 
that the trench must be won speedily, 
and this is how he gives his order: “Throw 
yourselves on their bayonets, honorable 
comrades,” he shouted, “those +, come 
behind will 4o the rest!" Just such 
an order as this; @ number o¢ gin asked 
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hesitation: 
lng men heard him, his officers heard 
m 
held their hands above their heads, and 
fling themselves against the traverse. Be- 
fore the Russian defenders could extricate 
the!r bayonets from their bodies, the whole 
pack of the war-dogs had surged over 
them. The trench was won. The rest 
Was a massacre.” 


The Farewell. 

And this is the fmal scene I will quote. 
I have given sufficient of the Bloody mas- 
sacre which going on all over Man- 
churia; let us glance for a moment at the 
three generals before they leave Japan to 
be the directors of this orgie of blood and 
pain, it is a contrast which is poignant and 
striking; it makes one realize that, after 
all, the Japanese are Easterns, not West- 
erns: 

“They are leaving the modest building 
which represents Japan's military strength 
in Tokio—this building which, though so 
unpretentious and insignificant, yet has 
such a far-reaching shadow—the marshal 
and his two chief liteutnants are leaving 
it. for tonight is their last night in the 
capital; tomorrow they wMll-leave Japan to 
control the destinies of the army in the 
field. They are due at a farewell complil- 
mentary dinner given by the heads of sis- 
ter departments. 

“Just have one glimpse of them as they 
sit on the floor in strange alignment round 
the three walls of the banqueting hall, For 
the moment all that is of the West is for- 
gotten; they are now mere Orientals, tri- 
filng with the dainty Geisha maidens, ply- 
ing them with food and drink; they are en- 
tranced with the semi-barbaric dancing of 
the premier danseuse of the house where- 
in they sup, and they partake of the mer- 
riment. of the cup as if there were no such 
distinction in the wide world as war. 

“Yet even as they sit, there has come to 
the men on duty at the war department a 
detail of new ground that has been broken 
within 2000 metres of Port Arthur's out- 
ward works, of grim casualties to cover- 
ing infantry entailed in this pushing for- 
ward of the parallel. Nevertheless, as the 
messenger who brought the news from the 
war bureau stands outside in the passages, 
sipping the cup of green tea which some 
musme has biought him, all he hears is the 
Spirited rhythm of the samasan. 

“On the morrow the ministers plenipo- 
tentiury and eavoys extraordinary of all 
the great western powers, glittering in 
their bullion charged dresses, will be pres- 
ent on the platform to wish the triumvir- 
ate ‘Gouspeed,’ "’ 

It is a grim contrast—that scene and 
the scenes that followed. 


ARKANSAS. GETS 
HOME INSURANCE 
TO RELIEVE IT 


Mutual Companies Organize to 


-Take the Business Old Line Con- 
cerns Abandon to Withdraw 


From State Because of Logan 
Law.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 1—The Lo- 
gan anti-trust law is now in full force 
and effect in Arkansas and the first blow 
has fallen and become a thing of the 
past. Sixty-nine foreign insurance com- 
panies which have been operating in the 
state for many years, have withdrawn 
their agencies, leaving one lone company, 
which is a member of their rating bureau, 


as the sole survivor of the massacre. That 
company's officials state that it will con- 


tinue in business, writing all business that 
may be offered, at least until the courts 


shall pass upon the law. As that will not 


occur for two months at least, and the 
daily fine is $5000, should the law be de- 


clared constitutional the fines would 
amount to more than a quarter of a million 
dollars However, all of that that could 
he collected would be the $20,000 bond on 


le with the state auditor. 
"So far no suit has been filed against 


that company. The German: Alliance is 
the company selected of the 69 which have 
withdrawn, to be sued in the test case. 
It remained in the state two days, writing 
two policies, both of which are now on 
exhibition in the windows of a local firm 
Then that company withdrew. The case 
will be set for an early hearing and ad- 
vanced on the calendar of the Supreme 
court so that a final decision is expected 


within sixty days. 


Only Insurance Companies Hit. 


The insurance companies are the only al- 
leged trusts which the anti-trust law has 
affected so far, but Attorney-General 
Rogers says that he will bring sult against 
ali trusts operating in the state. How- 
ever. it is probable that he will wait be- 
fore so doing until this test case is de- 
age oe the past six years Arkansas has had 
an anti-trust law on her statute books, al- 
most identical with that of Missouri — 

e 
which Attormezccuted the beef trusts. aid 
made the cases stick, 

This law, the Rector measure, was passed 
by the General Assembly while Gov. Davis 
was attorney-general. He immediately 
filed suit against the insurance companies, 
then against the local ice companies, al- 
leging that the latter had entered into a 
combination to raise the price of ice in 
Little Rock. When the Supreme court 
declared that the Rector law did not ap- 
ply to insurance companies so long as 
they were not members of a rating bureau 
to fix rates for Arkansas alone, Attorney- 
General Davis dismissed all suita pending, 
including those against the alleged ice 
trust. and declared that he would not 
prosecute 4 trust if it organized in front 
of the state house with a brass band ac- 


comnaniment. 


Rating Bureau the Cause. 


The Rector law was repealed by the La-: 
gan bill,. but the main provisions are sim- 
lar. The law is. directed chiefly at the 
insurance companies and has had the de 
sired effect of driving the old line com- 
panies from the state, as they cannot make 
the affidavit that they are not members of 
a rating bureau in any part of the world. 

Numerous mutual fire insurance com- 
panies have sprung up in various parte of 
the state and several old line stock com-

Geneseo Is Awake After Long 
Slumber and Threatens to 
Become City.

BLOOMINGTON, Ill, April 1.—Geneseo Is 
waking up from a long sleep and now 
geems destined to become a4 booming little 
Gity of factories, push and enterprise. 
Just one year ago, Numsen & Sons of 
Baltimore began the construction of a $5, 
000 canning factory, which last season put 
up nearly three million cans of corn. This 
season the comoany will add new bulld- 
ings and machinery and contemplates an 
output of four million cans of corn and 
one million cans of peas.

TELLS THEM GRAFT IS 
STILL THE GREAT ISSUE. 


Tariff, in Last Analysis, Is Found- 
ed on This, He Says—Punish- 
ment and Exposure the Remedy 
for This Blight.

Staff Writer of the New York World and 
: Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 1.—It may have been 
his youth, his reckless courage and his 
swift. almost romantic, rise to power that 
made the brown-eyed governor of Missouri 
a hero to New York while here this week, 
as the guest of the. Missouri Society, but 
Mr. Folk seemed to regard his splendid re- 
ception in the metropolis as the sign of a 
genera! American awakening to the tmpor- 
tance of the war against bribery and graft. 

“The fight against graft is one of the 
greatest issues before the nation today,” 
he said to me just before he started back 
to St. Louls. “Graft lies at the bottom of 
the greatest governmental evils. 

‘The tariff issue, in ite last analysis, is 
a graft issue. The trust issue is likewise 
a graft issue. One of the most deadly 
dangers involved in the vast combinations 
of wealth which overshadows business con- 
ditions today is the principle of graft upon 
which some are founded. 

‘The manufacturer who gets undue tariff 
protection has what may be termed a 
graft. The monopoly which controls neces- 
saries of life and exacts unjust prices from 
the people. has a graft. Those who profit 
by such privileges are in morals just as 
much grafters as those who bribe city or 
state officials to grant improper franchises. 

“Tt is this enlargement of the scheme 
of graft that makes the unjust monop- 
olies more odious. They differ from the 
petty, vulgar combinations only in size. 
Their methods of corruption may not be 
so direct. but they are equally hurtful. 

“The remedy is exposure and punish- 
ment: punishment when it is possible, but 


exposure always.”’ 


Guarded in Speech. 

For a man whose great reputation was 
won in the most terrific battle against 
corruption since Mr. Tilden led the fight 
against the Tweed ring in New York, Gov. 
Folk was excessively guarded in his man- 
ner, precise in his choice of words and 
obviously embarrassed by questions touch- 
ing upon his political future. 

Folk permitted the interview to 
digress a bit at this point to give ex- 
pression to his very positive conviction 
that the Democratic party is not dead. 

“The party can never be destroyed, for 
Democratic principles are indestructible,” 
said he. “but no party can expect to suc- 
ceed unless it stands for something. It 
must have a real, present issue, which 
the people can understand. It must be 
positive, not negative. It must stand for 
something. It must be open in its meth- 
ods an@ trust the people. 

Taking up the thread of ‘graft’ conver- 


sation, he continued: 


“This graft and boodling issue is as vital 
and eminent in New York and Albany as it 
has been in St. Louis or Jefferson City. It 
is ae serious in Chicago as in New York. 
There can be little doubt about that. Yet, 
in mv judgement, the oorruptionists can Be 
overthrown everywhere as they were over- 
thrown in Missouri. It is all a matter of 
natience and courage. The prosecutors 
have only to close their eyes to politics 
and onen them to official duty, remember- 
ing always that at least 99 men out of 
every 100 are bonest and will support them 
only for the pubiic good. ; 


The Missouri Idea. 


“The people of Missouri have given the 
country an example of what can be done 


today. Up to three years ago there were 
only about & cases of bribery recorded in 
the books In all the states of the. Union. It 
was not because bribery did not exist. The 
confessions of the St. Louis boodlers show 
that. Tt was because the evidence had not 
been procured. But, in the last three years. 
there have been more bribery cases tried 
in the courte than in the hundred years 
preceding. This shows a general public 
awakening. and I am giad to claim for my 
state its proper share of credit. 

“T believe {t is possible to get at corrup- 
tion everywhere in the country if patience 


is employed. 

“There is no politics in boodle. The 
boodlers are friends everywhere. They 
work unitedly. They use a party name 
simply for concealment or for protection. 
They relv on the indifference of honest citi- 
zens. That is one of the weak points in 
the struggle for honest government. Men 
who are proud of their patriotism neglect 
to vote. Yet. attempt to take away that 
man’s right to vote, and he will go out 
on the field and die in defense of it. But 
while he has the right to vote, he does 
not seem to realize that it is his business 
to see that government is free from cor- 
Tuotion. 

“To a considerable extent I beHeve in 
municipal ownership of public utilities. In 
some cities it seems to work well with one 
thing. but not so well with another. I am 
satisfied. however, that municipal fran- 
chises should be put up at public auction. 
The highest bid should be advertised for a 
fow days. In order to give an opportunity 
for a still higher bid. The mayor should 
have power to reject any or all bids. That 
would insure a proper compensation for 
public franchises and lessen the chances 
of corruption.”’

Judge Riner Holds General Law 
Does Not Apply to Water- 
works Bonds. 


The United States Ciroult Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday afternoon dissolved an in- 
junction which for the past four years 
has prvented the city of Sioux Falls, 6. 
D., from erecting and operating a munici- 
pel water plant. The opinion removes all 
barriers and the city may now proceed 
with the sale of bonds and the erection 
of the plant, which was begun in 1901. 

The opinion was rendered in the case of 
the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co., the South 
Dakota Water Co., W. 8. Kuhn and the 
Sioux Falls Water Co., against the city of 
Sioux Falls, appealed from the United 
States Circuit Court of South Dakota. 

In 1901 there was existing a franchise 
held by the South Dakota Water Co., 
which was on the point of expiring, 
after having been in force 2 years. The 
franchise stated that it was “exclusive 
and gave the city the right to purchase 
the water system. Not being entirely 
satisfied with the system, the City Coun- 
oil] planned to erect a new plant and 


lay new water mains. 
The company holding @ franch se se- 
cured an injunction restraining the city 
from issuing bonds or ere cting the plant, 
on the ground that the indebtedness 
would be more than thé law permitted

James Brown of Brown Bros. and (Co., 
New York bankers, gave testimony yester- 
day afternono before B. F. Babbitt, United 
States commissioner, in the suit of Cella, 
Adier & Tilles against Brown Bros. & Co., 
The National Bank of Commrerce and the 
St. Louis Transit Co. 

The suit is an outgrowth of the absorption 
of the Transit company by the United Ralil- 
ways and the purchase of the securities of 
both corporations by a $7,000,000 syndicate 
organized by James Brown for Brown 
Bros. & Co. 

Cella, Adler & Tilles were large holders 
of Transit stock. They say tney were the 
largest individual holders, having 11,000 
shares. They with the other stockholders 
subscribed for participation In the syndl- 
cate, agreeing to turn over their Transit 
stock for .participation certificates. 

As Mr. Tilles tells the story, his firm was 
allotted about $450,000 wagth of ‘“‘participa- 
tion” and was directed to deposit &4 per 
cent of that amount with the bank. Tilles 
says he took a check for this sum to the 
bank, but the bank rejected his check when 
he refused to sign an agreement giving 
Brown Bros. the power to sell the securities 
and take 20 per cent commission for s0 
doing. He says an injunction 
bank to accept his check. 

Out of this has resulted a suit to compel 
the Brown Bros. to give Cella, Adler & 
Tilles their aliquot share of the securities 
they purchased. They charge that they did 
not understand that Brown Bros. weer to 
have the 20 per cent commission and other 
privileges when they agreed to turn in 
their stock. 

Hiad they so understood, they claim, they 
would not have entered the “‘pool.’” They 
say the agreement does not guarantee that 
the shareholders shall receive thelr pro- 
portionate share of the purchase price if 
the securities are sold. 


Explained the Proposition. 

Mr. Brown testified that he met Messrs. 
Cella and Tilles in Judge Priest's office last 
September and explained the proposition 
to them. He said he explained it thor- 
oughly, although, he added, he found that 
“Mr. Tilles didn't know whaf a syndicate 
was."" Mr. Brown declared that the agree- 
ment which Tilles refused subsequently to 
align was the same as the memoranda which 
he (Brown) at that meeting explained to 
Tilles and Cella. 

Judge Henry W. Bond conducted 
examination for Cella. Adler and Tilles. He 
attempted to show that by signing the 
agreement, the plaintiffs would have 
thrown their stock into a “biind pool.” 
He also attempted to make Mr. _Rrown 
admit that the securities Brown Bros. 
bought for $7,000,000 were really worth §9,- 
000,000, 
Mr. Brown declared he does 
what a “blind pool” js. 
“I am not a stock broker.” he said. 
Judge Bond insisted on having him. de- 
fine the term and Judge Priest vigorously 
objected. The commissioner finally said 
Mr. Brown need not answer. 
On objections by Judge Priest, the com- 
missionvr also ruled that Mr. Brown need 
not compute the value of the stock for the 
benefit of Judge Bond. Judge Priest ar- 
gued there were other ways of showing 
that. 
Mr. Brown said the agreement on which 
the syndicate was based was drawn in 8t. 
Louls by Judge Priest and that John G. 
Johnson, attorney of Philadelphia, also 
looked it over. 
Mr. Brown said that he closed the 
deal as rapidly as possible after Mr. Tilles

LETTER MAY CONVICT “BOYS SHOULD FIGHT,” 


SAYS CHICAGO JUDGE 


Advises Them, However, Not to 
Pick as Opponents, Those Who 
_ ‘Are Small and Weak. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Apfil 1.—The Hfe militant was 
advocated by Judge Mack of the juventie 
court in his address before the Booker T. 
Washington Boys’ Club at Bethel Church, 
Fortieth and Dearborn | streets. 

“You boys fight with your fists. no 
doubt,”’ said the judge. “Well, there is no 
great harm in that. We've all had our bat- 
tles to fight in our day. 

“Fight. when you have to, but pick out 
boys of your own size. Don't pick out the 
little fellow.

Bank of Kansas Oity. 

The combination also means that Mor- 
gan & Co., Belmont & Co., the National 
Bank of Commerce in St. Louis and the 
First National Bank of Kansas City will 
theow their consojidated influence to the 
Finnix National Bank of New York, of 
which Mr. Marshall will be the president. 


The board of directors has not yet been 

named, but Mr. Marshall will return to 
New York about the middle of Avril to 
oese charge of and complete the organiza- 
ion.

WILL CHANGE TRACK 
WHILE THE CARS RUN 


East Side Company Decide to 
Make Line Standard Rail- 
road Gauge. 


An engineering feat of unusual character 
is to be accompl.shed between now and the 
ist of June by the Bast St. Louls & 
Suburban Electric Railway Co. At a meet- 
ing held yesterday at the offices of the 
company in East St. Louis it was decided 
to proceed at once to the chang.ng of the 
gauge of the system from 4 feet 10 inches 
to 4 feet 8% inches, pr standard gauge. 

The change is to be made because a num- 
ber of long distance lines of standard 
gauge are being constructed toward East 
St. Louis, which will want to use the 
tracks of the East Side system. An add - 
tional reagon is the fact that there are 
two gauges on the system now, which 
causes embarrassment in operation. The 
line from French Village to O'Fallon and 
Lebanon was made etandard gauge because 
it wgs necessary to use the tracks of the 
St. Louis, O’Fallon Ra.lroad for a distance. 
On account of this, cars used on that 
branch cannot be used on other branches 
and vice versa. 

I. C. Haynes, vice president of tho 
company, sald yesterday that it was in- 
tended to change the gauge and shorten 
the axles of all of the cars without in- 
terruption of traffic, except for one day, 
in East St. Louls. Cars will be kept 
running on the suburban divisions while 
the change is being made, but it will be 
necessary to suspend operation entirely 
in East St. Louis from midnight Satur- 
day night until 6 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing when the work reaches that city.

Two features especially distinguish Culver from other 
private military academies: The black horse troop and the 
naval school. The former is the cavalry organization of the 
school made up of about 50 pupils, who have reached ex- 
geptiona] excellence in physical work. The mounts are 
owned by the school, and are all jet black. The horses 
were originally bought in a body from the Cleveland Cav- 
alry troop, which sent an agent to the blue grass region of 
Kentucky to select horses for their uniformity in size and 
their blackness in color. The Cleveland troopers rode these 
norses at the first McKinley inauguration as the Presi- 
dent’s personal escort, and were declared to have been the 
finest mounted corps that ever participated in an inau- 
gural parade. Since that time a number of changes have 
taken place in the troop stable, but the uniformity in size 
and color has been maintained, The names of all the 
horses, because they form Troop A, begin with the letter 
A. There are Audacity, Ace of Spades, Aristocrat, Africa, 
Alpaca, Adonis, Adois, Arab, Apache, Agility, Aguinaldo, 
Airy, ete., and in the last, stall of the stable, Amen. 

One of the largést riding arenas on the American conti- 
nent forms a part of the school equipment—a structure 
offering a hall 104 by 210 feet with dirt floor and sloping

Here the cadets learn 
theoretical navigatiom the “rules of the road,” the corréc- 
tion of compass errors, the use of the sextant, besides the 
physical part of rowing, sailing, shipping and unshipping 
masts, ete. In this work four standard man-of-war eutters, 
supplied by the United States navy department, are used, 
The arms used in the school, as well as four moderg 
breech-loading field pieces used in artillery drills, are also 
supplied by the United States government. 

In addition to these features the school has at stated 
intervals, camps and maneuvers, including attack and de- 
fense in force, which train the cadets to actual field work, 

Membera of the Culver family frequently visit the school, 
and are gratified by observing the progress made by the 
institution in its entirety. They have placed the conduct 
of the school absolutely in the hands of the superintendent, 
Col. A. F. Fleet, who formerly was connected with a mil 
tary school at Mexico, Mo., and is an ex-Confederate offi- 
cer. The interest of the family in the institution is shows 
hy the fact that during the past year they spent on & 
ever $100.000, bringing their investment there past the 
million mark. One of the late additions to the equipment 
is a gymnasium, which has as a feature @ unique shower 
room in which an entire battalion may take a shower

Jacques Faure in ‘‘Aero Club No 2’’ Took Ad- 
vantage of Favoring Winds and Made a Quick 
Journey. 

ACQUES FAURE, a French aeronaut, recently fin- 

J ished the first balloon journey ever made from Lon- 

don to Paris, with the French capital as his avowed 
destination. The trip occupied 6 hours. The quickest 
time by terrestrial means is 7 hours. He started from 

Crystal Palace in his “Aero Club No. 2,” at 6:45 p. m. 

It wae at first Faure’s intention to attach a couple of 
screws worked by a 7-h. p. motor to the opposite sides of his 
balloon, and use them to regulate its upward and down- 
ward movements. But at Calais the Customs officials re- 
fused to allow him to take the screws out of the country 
unless he paid an exorbitant duty, so he left them behind 
with the motor. — 

Then at Dover, whence Faure meant to start, 
that he could not get enough gas to inflate the balloon, 
and he and his cousin, Hubert Latham, made for the 
Crystal Palace, where hundreds of unsolicited helpers 
assisted to keep down the balloon while it was being filled. 
Everything went off satisfactorily. 

The wind was favorable, and was blowing strongly in 
a southeasterly direction. The balloon moved along 
steadily at about 1500 feet above the earth. The sea 
was first sighted at Hastings shortly after 8 p. m. Im- 
mediately the aerial travelers threw out ballast until they 
were 3000 feet high.

O THE people of the amusement world the name of 
Schumann-Heink is the synonym of great singing, 
big-heartedness and the whole range of human emo- 

tion, from rollicking fun to the depths of tragedy. This 
remarkable German woman is big physically, but bigger 
personally. She is never out of the public eye, nor has 
she ever been from the time when Furope first rang with 
her praises as Erda, Ortrud and Brunhilde. 

Great singers are few. One may almost count those of 
this day upon the fingers of one hand. When Maurice 
Grau was the premier impresario of America and organized 
his famous Metropolitan Grand Opera troupes he no more 
thought of letting Shumann-Heink escape him than he 
thought of losing Jean de Reszke, the tenor. In fact De 
Reszke was the only singer in the world who excelled Schu- 
mann-Heink as a grand opera magnet. 

Something more than a year ago, when Herr Heinric! 
Conreid had succeeded to the role of chief of the Ameri 
can impresarii, Schumann-Heink suddenly stepped down 
and out of all this American grand opera business because, 
being an intimate friend of the widow of Richard Wagner 
and being grateful for many kindnesses and much good 
advice and exploitation at the hands of the famous Rich- 
ard and the now scarcely less known Cosima, she. would not 
sing in the Conreid production of “Parsifal,” which Frat 
Wagner fought to retain at Beyreuth. Another gran¢ 
opera singer had found comic opera a profitable field in the 
United States, and it occurred to an enterprising New York 
manager that Schumann-Heink might be willing to follow 
the step taken by Fri‘zi Scheff. Thus it was that F. C. 
Whitney stepped into the breach between Conreid and 
G@chumann-Heink and secured the madame’s consent to be- 
eome a comic opera prima donna. 

No other such great name in music ever dignified Ameri- 
can comic opera. What the result will be—whether the 
step will tend to dim the luster of Schumann-Heink’s name 
as one of the world’s greatest singers in grand opera, or 
whether it will have the effect of increasing her prestige 
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is a problem which can only be answered when the singer 
back to the severe roles of Wagner. 
Mime. Schumann-Heink, who was born Ernestine Roessler. 
is a native of Lieben, a village near Prague, in Austria.

She sang 
Azucena in “I] Trovatore.” Since then she has enjoyed an 
operatic career which has placed her at the head of the 
world’s contraltos and made her the creator of more Wag- 
neriap roles than all of the other prima donni together. 

In 1896 her appearance at the Wagnerian festival plays 
in Bayreuth brought her world-wide fame. and she was 
pronounced the most powerful contralto ever known. The 
fullness, mellowness and beautiful quality of her even 
voice, which extends from low D to high C, stands by itself. 
The voice is ringingly clear and true for every note of 
three complete octaves. 

Notwithstanding her great fame, Mme. Schumann-Heink 
has never lost the natura] freshness of her youthful char- 
acter. There is not a particle of false pride in her. She 
believes in artistic ideals, but in her every day life she is 
a genuine womaniy woman. She is the most congenia! 
colleague on the operatic stage today, and is always study- 
ing ways and means to aid her fellow players and help 
them advance in their chosen profession. 

At 13 the girl became éeo insistent for an operatic career 
that her parents shipped her off to a convent at Prague, 
resolved that no child of theirs should ever disgrace them 
by going on the stage. But, as is usually the case in such 
affairs, the action of Papa and Mamma Roessler accom- 
plished the very thing they were seeking to prevent. The 
nuns in the convent soon discovered in the singing during 
devotional exercises a voice of such power and sweetness 
that most of them wanted to have the child in thelr charge 
tor the development of her vocal tendencies. Of course, the 


nuns had no intention of aiding the child’s stage ambitions. 
They simply recognized remarkable talent in the youngster 
and realized that it would be almost a crime not to aid in 
its development. 

Soon nearly everybody in Austria at al) musically in- 
clined had heard of the girl with the phenomenal voice, 
and so much influence was brought to bear on the parents 
that finally, when the girl was within a few monthe of 16, 
they reluctantly permitted her to enter a competition for 
the role of Azucena in the production of “T) Trovatore,” to 
be given in the Royal Theater "resden, to which city in 
Germany the family had moved. Although the youngest 
of the aspirants for the role, she was awarded the prize, 
and at the subsequent performance she became famous. 

It is not generally known that Mme. Schumann-Heink 
was twice married. As Ernestine Roessler, she was led to 
the altar by a man who had gained some fame both as 
actor and editor. This is not such an unusual combina- 
tion in Austria and Gerniany. Then, as Mme. Heink, she 
steadily climbed the operatic ladder, creating more German 
and Italian contralto roles than any other woman on the 
stage. When Herr Heink and his amiable hausfrau agreed 
to disagree, Mme. Heink took hold of her own business 
affairs with such energy and success that she was able to 
start her own bank account. 

A few years later she was married to Paul Schumann, the 
actor and singer, who later became one of the stage man- 
agers of the Wagnerian operas at the Metropolitan Opera 
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at the family home in 


House in New York. His death 
Dresden from a paralytic stroke occurred a few months 
ago, while Mme. Schumann-Heink and her company were 
in Boston. The first impulse of the prima donna on re- 
ceiving the news was to disband her “Love's Lottery” com: 
pany and sail for Germany. Then she began to think of 
the responsibility to her manager, who had spent many 
thousands of dollars in fitting her with a starring veljicle, 
of the 82 players and musicians who are with her on tour, 
and what it meant to all these to be thrown ot of em- 
ployment in the middle of a season. As her husband had 
heen an invalid for two years and as all the children were 
placed in school, she resolved, after giving the com 
pany a rest of a few days, to continue to play the season. 

The St. Louis Choral-Symphony is just ending the finest 
season of its 25 years of musical endeavor.

Miss Bussart is one of the rapidly advancing young sing- 
ers of America. She was born in Ohio in 1881 At 17 she 
was the sopranc soloist at «a Presbyterian chureh 
in Fort Wayne, Ind. For the next three years 
she sang in the Memorial Presbyterian Church in 
New York City. She studied in the East with 
Sauvage, and subsequently went to Paris, where she studied 
with Bouhy. On her return to this country she filled many 
important engagements, including tour of the principa’ 
cities with Victor Herbert and ‘ole ee Orehestra. 
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This season she was th. ovprano soloist of the New York 
Philharmonic Society when its visiting conduetor, Felix 
Weingertner, presented the Ninth Symphony of Beethoven, 

Theodore Van Yorx is rather a neweomer to St. Louis, 
He has chiefly sung in the East. He sang at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House under Paur, sang the great aria from 
Meyerbeer’s “L’Africaine” at the Worcester Festival when 
Sembrich was the star, and he oceupies a dignified position 
in American oratorio, concert and recital work. 

William Harper is best remembered among St. Louisans 
by his appearance at Festiva} Hall last September. Mr.

Be 
satisfies when he sings, and can be proud of his fing 
resonant voice, which seems to find no difficulty in range 
and maintains its quality of sonority throughout.

A Tragic Temperance 
Lesson Told by a Living 
Witness—Strange Life Story 
of an “Armless Venus” 
Who Wished to be Another 
Rosa Bonheur. 


VER in Indiana a brave young 
girl whose beauty is extolled 
by many, but who had the mis- 
fortune in childhood to lose 
both arms in a peculiarly tragic 
manner, teaches a lesson in 
Christian fortitude and cheer- 

ful seid nation to the decrees of fate by perform- 
ing tasks of manual dexterity requiring the great- 
est patience and industry. Kittie Smith is like 
another Helen Keller, who acquired a national 
reputation by her success in surmounting ap- 
parently insuperable obstacles. The story of her 
life is valuable as a moral lesson to all. 


ITTIE SMITH of South Whitley, Ind., is without 
arms. Yet she is an artist of more than ordinary 
ability—a needlewoman who makes laces and quilts. 

Her embroidery work sells well. She is a high school grad- 
uate and is the author of a little book, written by her 
‘on a typewriter, which recounts the story of her early 
sorrows and her bopes for a bright future. 

Kittie Smith resolved to be a second Rosa Bonheur when 
she was 6 years old and had her arms. Now, armless, 
she still clings to her idea—an ideal whieh came to her 
that day long ago when she saw a cheap feproduction of 
the great French woman's incomparable “Horse Fair” in 
the low saloon where her father sent her to buy his beer. 
All the great animal painters have been women. Kittie 
Smith hopes yet to do with her feet what gifted women 
have done with hands—paint animals.

New Way 0 Ge' Gold From Sea 


HE hitherto elusive particles of gold 
borne in suspension in sea water 
are to be wooed by yet another syn- 

dicate with «a new process. The syndicate 
has just been registered in London. The 
object of the Atomized Gold Recovery 
Syndicate is to prove the commercial value 
of the Clantar process of extract.on pat- 
ented recently. It. differs completely from 
that reported upuen recentiy by Sir Wil- 
liam Ramsay. That scheme was to recov- 
er the gold by precipitation in great tanks. 
The present Invention extracts the gold by 
means of mercury. A small experimental 
pianbt worked by an Oil engine has already 
een in operation at Hayling island, neat 
london. 


The principle of the Clantar process lies 
m the affinity of gold for mercury. Sea 
water is pumped through a receptacle full 
of mercury, the mercury retains the goid, 
the Mefoury is afterwards distilled and the 
gold remaine. 


BMiackmore and Howard. metallurgista of 
England, investigated the process at Hay- 
ling island. The, treated @ tons of sea 
water and extracte i. ir alleged, 12.56 
grains of gold.
